All But One S. Tucson Councilman 
Win In Primary Election; 70% Vote 


AD but one of South Tucson’s 
town coundimen won a place on 
the general election ballot for 
May 24 as nearly 70 per cent of 
the town’s eligible voters took 
part in the primary voting yes¬ 
terday. 

Incumbent councilman Ralph 
Toledo was nudged from the list 


in the Democratic primary’, to 
be replaced on the general elec¬ 
tion baDot by Edward Trejo. To¬ 
ledo poUed 286 votes, Trejo 290. 

Other incumbents winning bal¬ 
lot positions w’ere Reynaldo San¬ 
ta Cruz, rice mayor, 417 votes;

Ex-Tucsonian Makes FBI 
List Of 10 Most Wanted

Known to his associates as 
‘'Chromedome,” “Old Baldy,” 
and “Big Daddy,” Benjamin 
Hoskins Paddock is Tucson’s 
contribution to the FBI’s Dst of 
10 most-wanted fugitives. 

He made the Dst after escap¬ 
ing on Dec. 31, 1968, from the 
Federal Correctional Institution 
at La Tuna, Tex., where he w'as 
sening a 20-year sentence for 
robbing a Phoenix bank in 1960. 

Paddock — aDas Perry Arch¬ 
er, Benjamin J. Butler, Leo 
Genstein, Pat Paddock and Pat¬ 
rick Benjamin Paddock — 
hasn’t been seen or heard from 


At the time of the robbery, 
Paddock Uved in Tucson with 
his wife and four children. 
Neighbors said they couldn’t he- 
Deve that the colorful business¬ 
man, then 34 years old, was in¬ 
volve in crime. 

Paddock sold garbage dis¬ 
posal units here under the busi¬ 
ness name of Arizona Disposer

Co. He caDed himself “Big Dad¬ 
dy” in connection with a night 
club operation on North 1st Ave- i 
nue. 

Before seDing the disposal 
units, he operated an East 
Broadway service station and 
also sold used cars. 


Although he was imprisoned 
for the $4,620 holdup of a branch 
of the Valley National Bank in 
Phoenix, Paddock also had been 
accused of two other bank rob¬ 
beries. 

Those charges w’ere dropped 
after his conriction. 

Federal officers reported that 
when he w’as arrested in Las 
Vegas, Paddock attempted to 
run dowTi an FBI agent with his 
car. 

“Since he has utflized fire¬ 
arms in previous crimes, has 
employed riolence in attempting 
to evade arrest and has been 
diagnosed as being psy¬ 
chopathic, Paddock should be 
considered extremely dan¬ 
gerous,” said Palmer M. Baken 
Jr., agent in charge of the Phoe¬ 
nix FBI office. 

Baker described Paddock as 
bemg “A glib, smooth-talking 
man who is egotistical and arro¬ 
gant.” 


Justice Dept Will Appeal Wiretap 
Decree In White P antheV Case 


W.ASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Justice Department announced 
today It wiD appeal to the Su¬ 
preme Court a ruling that it is 
Dlegal for the government to tap 
telephones of domestic groups in 
absence of a court warrant even 
in the interest of national secur- 

ity- 

U.S. SoDcitor General Erwin 
N. Griswold said a petition 
would be filed in the Supreme 
Court asking review of a oth Cir¬ 
cuit Court of Appeals’ opinion, 
Cincinnati, in the case of a 
member of the so-called “IVhite 
Panthers.” 

The 6th Circuit on April 8 up¬ 
held a decision of U.S. Dlst. 
Judge Damon Keith in Detroit. 


The petition to the Supreme 
Court will be filed later. 

The 6th circuit ruling, D 
allowed to prevail, was seen as 
possibly a major blow to the 
Justice Department’s stepped- 
up use of wiretapping in sur- 
veiDance of radical domestic 
groups. 

In a 2-1 ruUng, the Appeals 
Court ordered the Justice De¬ 
partment to disclose contents of 
telephone conversations wire¬ 
tapped in its invesDgation of the 
bombing Sept. 29,1968, of , a Cen¬ 
tral Intelligence Agency office 
at Ann Arbor, Mich, 

The case involves Lawence 
“Pun” Plamondon, 25, one of 
three While Panthers accused of 
conspiracy in the bombing in¬ 
cident. 


Keith ruled Jan. 27 that wire¬ 
taps of Plamondon's telephone 
conversations must be disclosed 
to bim because of a con¬ 
stitutional prohibition against 
unreasonable search and seiz- 


“.An idea which seems to per¬ 
meate much of’ the govern¬ 
ment’s argument is that a dis¬ 
sident domestic organization is 
akin to an unfriendly foreign 
power and must be dealt with in 
the same fashion,’’ Keith said. 

There is great danger in an 
argument of this nature, for 
each strikes at the very con¬ 
stitutional prhlleges and immu¬ 
nities that are inherent in 
United Stales citizenship."

Awareness House, Neighborhood 
Centers Federal Grants Ai’e Souffht 


TAvo federal grants totaling | 
$335,000 are being sought byj 
the Tucson Drug Fhoblem Coali- j 
tion, G.W. Eckle.s, the group’s 
director, reported today. 

Eckles said that $101,000 is 
being sought for Awareness 
House, a drug rehabilitation 
center in Tucson, from the Of¬ 
fice of Education of the Depart¬ 
ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare. 

The amount would be used for 
the facilities and programs of 
.Awareness House and to initiate 
a new' program of bringing drug 
education and consultation ser¬ 
vices out into the community. 

The other gi'ant, for $254,000, 
would be used to set up 24-hour- 


a-day centers in Neighborhoods 
sened by the Tucson Com¬ 
mittee for Economic Opportuni¬ 
ty — including the .Model Ciiie.s 
area and the municipality of 
South 'IMeson. The grant is 
being sought from the Office of 
Economic Opportunity. 

Eckles said that a “crisis in- 
ten'cntion center” is being 
planned to refer narcotics ad¬ 
dicts and drug abusers to treat¬ 
ment and counseling seiTices. 

He said that OEO money can 
be used to finance this program 
because its prime concern 
would be tr “get people back into 
the Job market.

“in kind” in the form of services 
or facilities used in the pro¬ 
gram, he said.

Ex-Banker 
Sentenced 
For Threats 

Wallace B. Erickson, a former 
vice president of the Southern 
Arizona Bank & Trust Co. in 
Tucson, yesterday was fined 
$500 plus court costs and sen¬ 
tenced to four years probation 
for making telephone threats. 

Erickson, 47, of 612 E. Roller 
Coaster Road, was found guilty 
last month by a federal court 
Jur\' of making a threat in inter¬ 
state commerce when he phoned 
Miss Mary EDzabeth Schuette, 
22, a secretarv- at the bank, 
from California last Oct. 27. 

He was fou-Ud innocent of two 
other similar charges. 

U.S. Dist. Judge WiUiam C.
